Prove all things: hold fast that which is good.--- 
Thess. v.---21. 


These words, with a number of other 
useful exhortations, were addressed by the 
apostle Paul to the brethren at Thesaloni- 
ca, and are not by any means the least 
important in the connnexion. 

To be enabled to prove any truth or 
truths to the satisfaction of the mind by 
substantial evidences, good reasoning and 
effective demonstration are the most suc- 





My dear Friend ; 

Betore I conclude what I wished to offer 
in relation to the subject of my last letter, | 
I must request you to bear with me, while 
[I attempt to make a few inquiries con- 
cerning the practical application of the 
scheme of doctrine, trom which, as you 
perceive, I dissent. In doing this, we | 
shall probably have occasion to notice some 
circumstances, which, connected as they | 
are with the constitution ofthe human mind, | 
and recognized as we find them to be, by | 
the voice of revelation, appear, at least to 
me, to militate with the doctrine, which as- 
serts the happiness of all men at death. 

In the discharge of the functions of your | 
office, as a christian minister, you may be | 
called to the death-bed of one, whose life 
has been filled with wickedness, and whose 
earthly career has been a series of acts of 
open ‘rebellion against God. In view of 
death, however, his mind is agitated with 
fear; he is alarmed with distressing appre- 
hensions of the future; he is feariul of 
‘« judgement and fiery indignation;” and in 
this state of mind, he wishes for al] the sup- 
port and comfort, which you can impart. 
How will you quiet his fears? How will 
you soothe his anxieties? Do you fee] pre- 
pared to address the subject before you in 
language like this: ‘ youhave but a short 
time to live, and this oughtto yield you 
great comfort. A few more pains; a few 
more feeble conflicts with corporeal suffer- 
ing, and you will experience a happy re- 
lease. Youhave, indeed, been a great 
sinner; but your sinfulness had its origin 
wholly in your earthly passions, which will 
be extinct when your body dies, You 
have nothing to fear in the eternal state. 
Make yourself, therefore, perfectly easy, | 
and await with joy the emancipation of | 
your spirit from this corruptible, to the in- 
corruptible state.” If you should tell me, 
that no preachers discourse in this manner 
to subjects of this description, I ask, why 
they do not, if they believe the dqctrine of 
immediate felicity? If this doctrine 
true; ifit be of any real value, its value 
must be most apparent in the case I have 
described. Ifit be as well founded, and 
as easily snpported, as the doctrine which

cessful way of spreading truth and of caus- 
ing mankind to receive it in the love of it. 

We know that much has been said a- 
gainst the use of our reason in matters of 
religion. That we should receive whatey- 
er our spiritual guides assert for truth, 
without questioning its propriety. But it 
was not so with the apostle ; he calls upon 
us to prove all things and to embrace that 
only which is good. God himself also has 
called upon us to exercise this faculty in 
determining the everlasting equity of his 
administration when compared with the un- 
equal course of injustice and partiality 
which the wisdom of this world has marked 
out for him, ‘Come now let us reason 
together, saith the Lord.’”? Thus sanc- 
tioned, not only by the apostle but by God 
himsell, let us not at any time hesitate to 
reason upon the justice, goodness or wis- 
dom of God, under the vain apprehension 
that it will lesson our faith and confidence 
in him or relax the sense of duty to so- 
ciety by which we are bound by his laws, 
—laws founded themselves on reason and 
common sense, 

Let us then spend a few moments in ex- 
amining some of those principles of faith 
and duty, which we have been taught from 
childhood to consider as everlasting truths, 
and not forgetting while so doing, to take 
heed also to the latter part of the apostle’s 
injunction, to “hold fast that which is good,” 

Let us take for example the first lesson 
in theology that we are taught in our 
youth, which is, that God is our Father ; 
that he beholds us with tender compassion 
and loyve—that he supports and upholds us 
by his power ; provides for us from the in- 
exhaustible stores of his bounty ; that he 
watches us with his all-seing eye and

My 
Waketield is got into bad hands truly when 
he is, in effect, charged with bending the 
scriptures to suit his prejudices without 
any critical authority in favour of them.— 
This is the first time, I ever heard My 
W.’s admirable candour and great moral 
honesty called in question. 

Mr. Editor, 1 cannot admit the truth of 
this insinuation. I believe Mr. Wakefield 
was not without authority, and that which 
is full and sufficient, to give to this text 
the meaning which he has given. And if 
you will allow me to give my reasons for 
this my belief, I will proceed, in short, to 
state them. 

In the first place there appears enough 
in the text itself and context, even accor- 
ding to our common translation, to justify 
the opinion which Mr. Wakefield has ex- 
pressed in his rendering of those three yer- 
ses. I see nothing in them, viewed with 
their connexion with the rest of the chap-

As I read them I saw nothing that created
